THE PROPAGANDA MEETING 


The winter affords an opportunity 
for propaganda meetings of a type 
which are successful only in the win- 
ter. But these meetings ane so val- 
uable not only in reaching non-Social- 
ists but in imcreasing the esprit de 
corps of the local itself as to be 
eminently worth while. The follow- 
ing description may be helpful to 
some local which has not awakened 
to the advantages of such a ‘meeting. 

The meeting is held in a small hall 
where fifty or sixty people will look 
like a good company and people will 
sit near enough each other to feel 
neighbonly if not confidential. The 
hall is warm and well ventilated. 

Promptly on the houy the Financial 
Secretary opens the meeting, a chair- 
man is chosen and the mimuites mead, 
for the local is demonstrating its 
methods and fifteen minutes demon- 
stration of this kind if accomplished 
in an orderly, business-like way, 
is worth more tham an hour's lLec- 
ture. Only necessary }usiness is 
done and in a few minutes a song 
is announced and the local members 
lead |the singing of a song in which 
the rest are soon able to join. Then 
follows a declamation by a _ bright 
boy, a girl reads, a short paper is 
given and aj musical selection is , of- 
fered. After which a speaker is in- 
troduced who for twenty-five minutes 
develops a point in favor of Social- 


ism. The musical selection offered 
at the close of ‘the address is careful- 
ly selected so that = all may join 
in the singing and the people are pre- 
pared to take part in the question 
box which closes lthe program. 

Sometimes it is well to have re- 
freshments; always it is good not to 
make an immediate break for home, 
but to spend a while in) sociah enjoy- 
nvent, 

Note: 1. The program should be 
shont but to ‘the poimt. This is a 
Socialist propaganda meeting, not a 
sociable. 2. The Literature agent 
should be early with his table and 
active im the presentation of his 
wares. 3. The meeting should pro- 
ceed with the same order as any lo- 
cal meeting and the minutes kept 
that the local may get hints from 
their experience as to the value of 
the various parts. 

Much more could be said, but my 
space is already filled and I. will 
leave this topic for this ‘time.
